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INTRODUCTION 

BY 

Professor  Nicholas  N.  Martinovitch 

It  is  not  an  exaggeration  to  assert  that  the  keynote  of  the  decorative 
art  of  Muhammadan  Persia  and  perhaps  that  of  all  countries  of  Islam,  is 
to  be  sought  in  the  art  of  book  decoration,  which  for  convenience  might 
be  designated  as  “The  Art  of  the  Book”. 

The  far  reaching  development  that  this  art  was  subjected  to,  in  the 
course  of  centuries,  since  the  sayings  of  Muhammad  and  his  early  succes- 
sors passed  from  tradition  into  record  on  parchment,  (in  simplest  Kufic 
hand  writing),  is  manifest  from  the  examples  available.  No  art  has  ever 
caused  such  an  evolution  in  the  history  of  art  as  the  caligraphy  developed 
by  the  imagination  of  the  Persian  artist,  which  became  the  foundation  of 
innumerable  schemes  in  the  decorative  art  of  the  Orient  and  of  Europe. 

By  the  falling  of  the  Persian  Empire  under  the  sway  of  Islam,  Persia 
became  the  leader  of  the  cultural  development  of  the  Muhammadan  world, 
which  found  its  special  promulgation  in  different  countries  at  different 
periods,  but  always  under  the  one  and  the  same  incentive.  In  the  course 
of  its  development  “The  Art  of  the  Book”  reached  its  meridian  in  Trans- 
oxiana  and  Persia  in  the  middle  of  the  15th  century,  under  the  direct 
patronage  of  Shah  Rokh,  successor  of  Amir  Timur  and  his  famous  biblio- 
phile son,  Baysanqur;  in  Persia-proper  at  the  very  beginning  of  the  16th 
century  at  the  court  of  Sultan  Hussayn  Mirza  and  Shah  Ismail  Safawi, 
and  in  India  during  the  first  half  of  the  17th  century  under  the  Mughal 
Emperors  of  the  house  of  Timur,  Jahangir  and  his  son  Shah  Jahan,  the 
builder  of  the  Taj-Mahal,  when  portrait  albums,  (Muragga),  were  executed 
for  the  libraries  of  the  court  and  nobility.  It  was  aristocratic  art,  de- 
pendent on  the  ruling  power  for  its  support;  its  history,  therefore,  follows 
the  same  course  as  that  of  the  dynasties  which  patronized  it. 

No  less  than  four  artists  participated  in  bringing  a book  into  being. 
The  caligraphist,  the  miniature  painter,  the  gilder  or  decorator  and  the 
book  binder.  These  were  the  principal  artistic  specialties  in  compiling  a 
book.  These  had  their  subdivisions,  for  instance,  a miniature  painting 
was  often  designed  by  one  artist  and  painted  by  another.  Craftsmen  who 
were  experts  in  one  of  many  things  necessary  for  the  creation  of  a book, 
were  employed,  such  as,  maker  of  special  paper,  burnisher,  polisher,  pre- 
parer of  gold,  lapis-lazuli  grinder,  preparer  of  ink,  enamel  and  pigments, 
ruler  of  columns,  decorator,  mounter,  preparer  of  Hashiya  and  many  other 
experts. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  caligraphist  was  held  in  highest  esteem  by 
the  oriental  but  the  memoirs  of  these  imperial  patrons  abound  in  praises 


of  the  great  miniature  painters,  in  intelligent  appreciation  of  their  art  and 
tender  devotion  to  their  persons  in  terms  so  flattering,  that  they  might 
have  led  one  to  ascribe  such  an  attitude  to  the  poetic  exaggeration  of  the 
oriental  mind.  Fortunately,  the  examples  which  have  come  down  to  us 
from  the  microscopic  brushes  of  these  masters  afford  evidence  in  vindica- 
tion of  these  enthusiastic  narrators. 

Upon  the  invitation  of  Mr.  Kevorkian  I have  much  pleasure  in  describ- 
ing briefly  the  illuminated  manuscripts  and  miniature  paintings  in  this 
collection.  It  is  difficult  to  express  the  ecstasy  and  fascination  they  have 
the  power  to  convey  to  a discerning  examiner,  such  as  one  has  to  be  in 
describing  such  things.  Behind  the  obvious  which  the  spectator  beholds, 
there  seems  to  lie  a subtle  and  evasive  inner  beauty  of  a mystic  nature, 
reminiscent  of  the  sound  of  distant  music  from  those  lands  where  they 
were  produced.  One  feels  a gentle  touch  as  of  something  congenial  to 
one’s  higher  emotions  being  gradually  unfolded.  Behind  the  jewel-like 
colors,  the  poetry  and  romance  of  their  subjects,  the  exhaustless  variety 
of  their  design  and  the  rare  quality  of  their  technique,  these  little  master- 
pieces conceal,  so  to  speak,  a higher  power  of  fascination,  and  are  well 
worthy  of  our  study  so  as  to  promote  our  full  appreciation. 

The  study  of  Mr.  Kevorkian’s  collection  here  presented  to  the  art  lovers 
will  fully  justify,  in  our  opinion,  the  assertion  ventured  above  that  the 
foundation  of  the  decorative  art  of  Islamic  countries  is  based,  to  a great 
extent,  on  “The  Art  of  the  Book’’.  One  cannot  fail  to  observe  the  cali- 
graphy  evolved  into  exhaustless  forms  of  arabesque  which  adorn  the  incom- 
parable ceramics,  fabrics,  rugs,  and  wood  panels  here  shown.  Vignettes 
and  rosettes  of  book  decoration  are  seen  depicted  on  ceramics  of  early  and 
later  periods  alike.  The  pictorial  art  of  illuminated  books,  seen  woven  in 
the  fabrics,  incorporated  in  wood  and  tile  panels,  painted  under  the  glaze 
of  the  pottery  with  as  great  skill  and  clarity  as  though  depicted  on  bur- 
nished paper.  A perfect  coordination  of  parts  is  maintained  in  all  these 
schemes  with  an  inherent  freedom  of  originality,  to  such  a degree  that  no 
two  pieces  can  be  found  alike  in  all  the  five  hundred  and  twenty-five 
objects,  of  which  Mr.  Kevorkian’s  present  collection  consists.

Each  contains  an  oblong  central  panel  and  two  smaller  panels  in 
square  shape,  lacquered  and  painted  in  gold  dust  as  background, 
upon  wrhich  spandrels,  panels  and  medallions  in  black,  symmetrically 
placed,  enclose  minutely  drawn  floral  and  arabesque  scrolls  in  gold, 
green  and  red  pigment. 

The  panels  above  and  under  the  central  ones  depict  seated  figures, 
alternately  men  and  women,  in  attitudes  of  leisure,  one  of  the  ladies 
holding  in  her  hands  a tambourine.  The  representations,  which 
might  appropriately  be  called  miniature  paintings,  are  indubitably 
from  the  brush  of  one  of  the  most  famous  Court  artists  held  in 
highest  esteem  by  the  monarch  himself  and  envied  by  the  lords  of 
distant,  friendly  Oriental  Courts.  The  simplicity  and  refinement  of 
the  scheme  of  decoration  points  to  high  technical  talent  and  culture. 
It  is  thought  to  be  a mature  wrork  of  Riza  Abbasi,  the  favored  court 
painter  of  the  Safavid  Kings.

The  field  of  the  spandrels 
of  the  niche  is  of  deep,  mellow  blue,  carrying  a branch  motive  with 
blossom  petals  in  red,  yellow  and  old  ivory.

Glowing,  mellow  color  harmony,  combined  with  the  ex- 
cellence of  the  material  used,  endows  this  rug  with  an  enchantment 
characteristic  of  the  works  of  Near  Eastern  artists  at  their  best. 
The  domed  center  is  of  plain  antique  red,  deep  and  restrained  with 
reflection  of  precious  gems ; surmounted  by  old  ivory  spandrels.  The 
golden  yellow  border,  in  between  two  guards  of  purplish  brown,  and 
a sapphire-blue  zigzag  motif  around  the  red  center,  harmonize  per- 
fectly with  the  plain  red  field.

In  the  carpet  here  presented  we  have  a specimen  of  extreme  rarity 
of  true  Persian  type  worthy  of  the  best  traditions  of  the  art  of 
weaving.  The  originality  of  design,  in  which  foreign  influence 
is  entirely  absent,  places  this  example  in  the  rank  of  creations  of 
the  art  at  the  height  of  the  development. 

The  central  field  is  rare  blue,  decorated  with  an  ingeniously  con- 
ceived, well  balanced  device  showing  fragrant  branches  of  blossoms 
clustered  in  semi-angular  entwined  forms  in  colorful  profusion,  but 
with  masterful  skilfulness  of  hand.  The  broad  border  which  is  in 
old  rose  in  fluctuating  shades  exhibits  spatulate  large  palmettos  di- 
rected outward  with  alternating  tree  motifs  and  scattered  petals. 
The  colors  are  mellow  and  subdued  and  include  light  green,  auber- 
gine, brown,  blue  and  old  ivory.

The  following-  three  numbers  represent  lustre  and  enamel  tile  fields  of 
particular  interest  for  the  reason  that  these  12th  and  13th  century  star- 
shaped metallic  lustre  tiles,  which  are  at  present  only  yielded  by  excava- 
tions, were  in  the  16th  century  collected  by  the  kings  of  Safavid  Dynasty 
of  Persia  and  set  in  blue  and  turquoise  plain  fields  making  an  excellent 
color  combination  as  shown  in  these  examples.  These  panels  adorned  the 
pavilion  of  a Persian  Nobleman  at  Ispahan  where  they  stood  for  many 
generations. 
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PANEL  COMPOSED  OF  NINE  STAR-SHAPED  PERSIAN  LUSTRE 
TILES  OF  THE  TWELFTH  CENTURY,  SET  IN  BLUE  AND 
TURQUOISE  PLAIN  TILE  OF  THE  SIXTEENTH  CENTURY 

Very  ingeniously  set  in,  so  as  to  form  a cusped  medallion  of  nine 
lustre  tiles  of  varying  design,  some  representing  human  figures 
others  animals  and  birds  and  again  others  of  arabesque  and  floral 
design  with  an  inscription  on  a lustrous  surface  of  golden  hues. 
These  are  set  in  rare  turquoise  and  lapis-lazuli  blue  reminiscent  of 
precious  stones  set  in  gold. 

Similar  panels  have  rarely  been  seen  in  Persia  and  they  are  not 
known  to  exist  in  Europe  or  America.

The  peacock  with  expanded  feathers  occupies  the  center  and 
is  made  the  feature  of  the  picture,  naturalistically  treated  in  colors 
depicting  the  incomparable  hues  of  his  feathers.  Companion  pea- 
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cocks  look  on  in  admiration.  Tall  jasmine  sprays,  purple  iris,  tulips 
and  morning-glory  blossoms  are  shown  in  colorful  profusion.  Col- 
ored motifs  symbolize  the  sky.  Humming  birds  and  meadow-larks 
in  flight  descend  upon  the  blossomed  sprays  while  the  Bulbul, 
poised,  chants  his  eternal  melody.  Birds  of  Paradise  in  pairs.  The 
ground  field  is  of  warm  saffron.

It  shows 
a border  on  ivory  white  ground  enclosing  inscription  in  Arabic.
